Provided, The ſaid Town of Wiymouth do for the Benefit of the neigh- 
bouring Towns appoint one or more meet Perſon or Perſons to fiſh for their 
Supply during the uſual Seaſon, and give publick Notice on or before the 
ewentieth of this Inſtant April, and for the future, on or before the firſt Day 
of April annually, of Time, Place; Perſon or Perſons by which they are to be 
ſupplied, and for ſuch Fiſh fo ſupplied and delivered, that the ſaid Town of 
Weymouth or thoſe employed by them, ſhall demand or receive no more than
